COURT OP APPEALS PASSES ON 

TWO LOCAL OPTION CASES 
—OTHER OPINIONS OP 
INTEREST. 

Tho Court of Appeals this weok 
IMssed upon two Itnivortant local op- 
tion cases, reversing the Hoyle Cir- 
cuit court In both cases The Lour 
ler-Journal'a report ot the first r«a. 
la: 

In the cae* of the Hoard of Council 
of tie city of Danville againsL Hunk 
K.uin, from Hoyle county, the law 
waa certified, the court holding that 
Uie IcH-al option law Is in force In 
Danville under th,. special act passed 
by Ihe Ic-glslature In IMUil. Hauni wa* 
liiioci lUMt and 40 days In Jail fur 
Si llliig a pint of whisky without hav- 
ing license He apfiealed to the cir 
cult court, nnd -liidg,, Hnufley, who 
has since died, decided that the gen- 
eral local option law repi-alevl the 
special act and that as no el«<ctluii for 
local option had te-en held under the 
kdieral law, therefore Danville had 
no loeal option, law, and that K.ium 
cculd not 11,. fined except under the 
statute fixing a penalty for selling
